BY CLEVER BANK 
CASHIER BARED 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—He wanted to get rich. He 
couldn’t do it on his salary, he decided.

The ‘approaches made by the assembly of the 
league of nations, in session at Geneva, and the 
suggestions, intimations, and proposals coming 
from various European powers at various times to 
the United States indicate an incomplete compre- 
hension of American position, at the present time. 

The United States cannot now have a defined for- 
eign policy lookitig toward agreements because the 
United States has no one authorized to formulate 
policy or apply it. 

Mr. Wilson cannot, becayse he is not in sympa- 
thy with the expressed will of the country, ‘and con- 
sequently is not in sympathy with the ideas of Mr. 
Harding, who will take office March 4. 

Mr. Wilson has proceeded in disregard of elec- 
tions before, but he cannot do so now. He is 
checked, even if he were willing to be an active 


-factor in the remaining three months of his ad- 


ministration. If his ideas were carried into policies, 
the United States senate would reject any which 
required its consent, and any agreements in treaty 
form with. other nations would require consent. _ 

Any ideas which he might project into Europe, 
which might commit the United States without the 
consent of the senate, would be reversed by the 

In 1918 Mr, Wilson could and did ignore an elec- 

tion and proceed. He appealed to the country for 
support in the congressional elections of that year 
and by the appeal “went to the country.” 
If he had done so in Great Britain or in conti- 
nental Europe and had been defeated, as he was, 
his administration would have been out of office and 
the government, would have changed. That is the 
parliamentary system as Europeans understand it. 
They knew Mr. Wilson was defeated in 1918, but 
just as if he*had beén successful.

BRITISH DOMINIONS AND THE 
UNITED STATES. 


The London correspondent of THE TRIBUNE 
cables that reliable sources inform him that, upon 
pressure from the dominions, British policy in the 
Pacific -has been modified and that in consequence 
the warships buift by Chilean order and com- 
mandeered by the government during the war may 
not be delivered to. Chile. 

The incident suggests what would seem to be a 
natural and profitable tendency in the relations 
between the British empire and the United States. 
If Japan has embarked upon a policy of aggressive 
expansion and domination in the Pacific, the inter- 
ests of the British dominions and of the United 


would seem to be dictated by common sense. If 
Chile, whose hostility to us is of long standing, is 
disposed to put herself in condition to be an effec- 
tive ally of Japan, it is certainly as little to the 
advantage of Australia, New Zealand, and Canada 
as to ours that she should be armed in British 
shipyards. 

In fact, unless Japanese intentions are soon clari- 
fied, it may be wise for the United States and the 
dominions to formulate a common policy and a 
unified strategy, which latter should plan the best 
employment of our common resources, our bases, 
and material. ‘ 

We believe & frank recognition of Japanese ag- 
gressiveness and of the common interests and ac- 
cord of the British dominions. and ourselves would 


insure peace. 


IS NEW MEXICO QUITTING US. 


COLD? 
Gov. Larrazolo of New Mexico has given a full 
pardon to the sixteen Mexicans of the Villa band 
who were captured after the raid on Columbus and 
sentenced to long terms in the penitentiary at 
Santa Fé for the cold blooded murder of Amer- 
icans. This American governor (Mex) says that 
there is a very serious question if we were not at 
war with Mexico at the time. 
_ Larrazolo’s doubt is natural. Any other nation 
than the United States, insulted and assaulted as 
the United States had been by Mexico, would have 
been at war with her, and the governor of New 
Mexico, having the Latin mind, assumes that the 
cause was followed by the effect. 
Mexico having provoked the United States to 
war, therefore was at war with the United States, 
and the raid upon Columbus, conducted by Villa 
with his bandits, was an operation of Mexican 
troops and not a crime. 
‘Larrazolo says that Villa’s men were private 
soldiers, Mexican troops, and cannot be held crim- 
inally for obeying their officers, and for burning, 
looting, and killing in a peaceful American town. 
The governor is a native of Chihuahua, Mexico, 
and, after he had signed the pardons of the cut- 
throats whom even the Mexican government was 
supposed to be hunting down at the time they 
raided American territory, he went to Mexico City 
to be present at the inauguration of President 
Obregon. 
We got New Mexico, Texas, California, and other 
Mexican territory because the Mexicans could not 
administer their northern provinces and because 
American settlers had penetrated them. Is the tide 
coming back? New Mexico seems to have been 
reclaimed by Mexico. 
If a state can walk out on us without even taking 
the trouble to secede, we might well pay a little 
more attention to the citizenship composition of 
the supposedly United States. 


THE REPUBLICAN DEFICIT. 
The Republican national committee reports a 
deficit of approximately a million and a half dollars. 
It asks for popular subscriptions to make it up. 
We trust the appeal will be answered. The com- 
mittee admits that the deficit could be paid through 
appeal to the wealthier members of the party, but 
it is reluctant to resort to this method, and it is 
right. “The recent Republican campaign was’ 
financed by,more than 50,000 subscribers, whereas 
in 1916 the larger part of the fund was subscribed 
by 750. This seems to us a great advance in meth- 
od. We all belong to parties and ought td help 
support them in proportion to our means. We 
must not complain if, refusing to give our mite, 
men of great wealth are compelled to pay, thus 
arousing suspicion of sinister interest and provid- 
ing the ammunition of accusation for the enemy. 
The recent campaign cost hundreds of thousands 
of dollars less than that of 1916, and we think every 
Republican finds the result worth the money. 
There is no question Mr. Hays has chosen the right 
method of financing party campaigns, and the rank 
and file should show their approval of the right 
method by supporting it.

CAT GIVES WOMAN DIPH-. 
THERIA.: | 

HERE is a recent record of a case 

of human diphtheria in which the 

disease was contracted from a cat. 

This is not an instance of wild 
-rumor, but one in ‘which all the cases, 
human and feline, were checked by accu- 
rate laboratory examination. 

Maj. J. S. Simmons of the Walter Reid 
hospital saw a Mrs. Pan, an elderly 
woman, who was very ill with a severe 
tonsillitis from which she had suffered 
for four days. On examination her 
throat was found to be lined by what 
appeared to be a diphtheretic membrane. 
Cultures.made from the throat showed 
typical diphtheria bacillt: When these 
cultures were injected into guinea pigs 
death ensued in six days. The same cul- 
tures injected into guinea pigs protected 
by antitoxin produced no effects. So 
there was no doubt about the diagnosis. 
The woman died the day following Dr. 
Simmons’ first visit. 


Now for the source of the disease, Mrs. 
Pan had a pet cat which often slept 
with her.and which she fondled every 
Mrs. Pan did. It had a croupy cough 
symptoms were explained by the theory 
that it had a bone stuck in its throat. On 
the day Maj. Simmons saw Mrs. Pan

found diphtheria bacilli which were vir- 
ulent enough to kill guinea pigs.

veeal cords. Cultures showed this mem- 
brane to be due to diphtheria bacilli. 
These bacilli killed unprotected guinea 
pigs in four days. Guinea pigs protected 
by antitoxin did not become sick when 


|infected with this bacillus. 


For a long time there has been con- 
troversy as to whether cats spread con- 
tagion and especially diphtheria. The 
claim that they did was met by the 
charge that the observations were care- 
lessly made and not confined to labora- 
tory tests. This report will be difficult 
to combat.
